To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the 

Borough  of  Oldbury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1940. 

The  vital  statistics  on  the  whole  have  been  satisfactory.  The 
Infantile  death  rate  has  shown  a  distinct  improvement.  The  illeg¬ 
itimate  birth  rate  is  down.  The  nutrition  of  the  average  child  has 
shown  a  steady  improvement  during  the  last  three  years  in  spite 
of  wartime  conditions. 
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There  has  been  an  increased  percentage  of  mothers  taking 
advantage  of  the  Ante  Natal  Clinics  and  of  the  services  rendered  by 
the  Clinics,  especially  has  this  been  shown  in  the  number  of  ex¬ 
pectant  mothers  applying  for  dental  treatment. 

The  difficulties  under  which  the  Department  has  been  wrorking, 
owing  to  change  of  staff  and  their  emplo}/ment  on  A.R.P.  work,  is 
realised  by  the  Council  and  has  been  a  very  considerable  handicap. 

For  the  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  various 
Committees  I  am  very  grateful,  and  to  the  members  of  my  staff  I 
again  say  thank  you  very  much  for  the  loyal  help  during  the  year.

During  the  year  1940,  319  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Oldbury 
area.  Of  these  7  were  deaths  of  persons  who  were  not  usually 
resident  in  the  district,  while  232  Oldbury  residents  died  in  various 
places  outside  the  district.  Therefore  the  aggregate  number  of 
deaths  amongst  the  population  belonging  to  the  district  was  544, 
representing  a  death-rate  of  11.17  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population.  In  1939  there  occurred  472  deaths  and  the  rate  was 
9.96. 

Of  the  544  deaths,  45  were  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  the 
resultant  infantile  mortality  rate  being  49.34  Per  thousand  births. 
The  number  for  1939  was  56  and  the  rate  64.59  per  thousand  births. 

The  diseases  which  were  most  frequently  recorded  as  causes

PNEUMONIA  AND  BRONCHITIS. 


During  the  year  1940  pneumonia  as  a  cause  of  death  was 
responsible  for  29  deaths,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  0.59  per  1,000  of 
the  population  as  compared  with  34  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0.71  for 
the  year  1939.

Hospital  treatment  for  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  can 
be  obtained  at  the  General  Hospital  and  the  Women’s 
Hospital,  Birmingham,  and  at  Plallam  Hospital,  West  Bromwich. 
Bacteriological  examinations  and  serum  treatment  are  available  in 
all  cases  where  such  may  be  required.

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In  addition  during  the  year  1940  there  were  38  visits  tor  the 
purpose  of  making  enquiries  into  the  causes  of  infantile  deaths  and 
30  for  stillbirths.

Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  the  Borough  was  served  by  three  Centres, 
namely,  Oldbury,  Langley  and  Warley.  Two  sessions  per  week 
were  held  at  each  Centre. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  740  babies  or  81.05  of  the  total  births 
in  the  area  were  brought  to  the  Centres,  and  in  addition  222 
new  cases  of  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years 
attended.  ,  j 

There  is  an  average  attendance  of  63  at  each  of  the  six 
sessions  held  weekly.  A  Medical  Officer  attends  only  three  sessions 
each  week,  the  average  number  examined  being  19  per  session.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  91  cases  during  1940  as  compared  with  112  cases 
during  1939.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.  29  cases 
Were  removed  to  hospital.  Scarlet  Fever  anti- toxin  is  available  to 
medical  practitioners,  free  of  charge.  24,000  units  were  supplied 
to  them  during  the  year  as  compared  with  9,000  units  during  1939. 


Diphtheria. 

During  1940  50  cases  occurred  and  there  were  4  deaths  as 
compared  with  32  cases  and  5  deaths  in  1939. 

48  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

248,000  units  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin  were  supplied  to  medical 
practitioners  during  the  year  as  compared  with  312,000  units  in  1939. 

Pneumonia  and  Influenza. 

65  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  and  17  were  removed  to 
hospital.

Erysipelas. 

There  were  10  cases  notified  as  compared  with  11  for  1939. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

These  diseases  became  notifiable  during  the  year  and  of  these 
there  were  206  whooping  cough  and  147  measles,  none  of  which  it 
was  found  necessary  to  send  to  hospital.  No  death  was  recorded 
from  either  disease  during  the  year. 


Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  2  cases  notified  during  the  year,  both  being  removed 
to  hospital.
